The  POPULATION  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  1909  was  23,122,  showing  an  increase  of 
438  since  the  census  of  1901,  and  of  52  on  the  estimated  population 
of  1908.

The  birihs  registered  during  the  year  numbered  501,  including 
253  of  males  and  248  of  females,  giving  a  Birth-Rate  of  2r6  per  1,000 
of  population,  as  against  23*1  in  the  previous  year,  and  21 '8  in  1907.  Of  the 
total  501  births  29  ( 1  2  male  and  17  female)  were  illegitimate. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  six  deaths  were  registered,  consisting  of 
137  of  males  and  119  of  females.  To  this  number  must  be  added  12  deaths 
of  residents  which  took  place  beyond  the  district,  viz.,  seven  in  the 
Tunbridge  Wells  General  Hospital,  three  in  the  Westminster  Hospital  and 
one  each  in  the  Charing  Cross  Hospital,  and  Tonbridge  Cottage  Hospital; 
while  seven  deaths  must  be  deducted  of  non-residents  dying  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district,  thus  making  a  net  total  of  261  deaths. 

The  Death-Rate  "as  11*2  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
compared  with  ir7  in  the  previous  year,  and  i2'2  in  1907. 

The  Principal  Epidemic  Diseases  include  Small-pox, 
Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping-cough,  Fever  (including  the 
three  principal  forms:  Typhus,  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Pyrexia  of 
uncertain  origin),  and  Diarrhoea. 

Of  the  total  261  deaths,  seven  were  caused  by  one  or  other  of 
these  diseases,  viz.,  three  by  Measles,  two  by  Whooping-cough  and  two  by 
Diphtheria. 

The  Epidemic  Disease  Death-Rate  was  0  30  per  1,000 
of  population,  as  compared  with  o’52  in  1908  and  0  56  in  1907. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  i-e,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  per  each  1,000  registered  births  was  67,  as  against 
73  in  the  previous  year  and  89  in  1907. 

During  the  year  1909,  the  Birth-rate  in  England  and^A^ales, 
taken  as  a  whole,  was  25'  6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  o‘9  per 
1,000  below  the  rate  in  1908,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on 
record. 

The  Death-rate  in  1909  was  14'5  per  1,000,  which  was  0  2  per 
1,000  below  the  rate  in  1908,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on 
record. 
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The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to  i,ooo 
registered  births  was  109,  which  is  ii  per  1,000  below  the  rate  in  1908. 
The  rate  in  1909  was  lower  than  in  any  other  year  on  record. 

The  Epidemic  Disease  Death-Rate  was  112  per  1,000  living, 
against  177,  i'28,  and  1-34  respectively  in  the  three  preceding  years. 

The  vital  statistics  for  this  District  are  again  very  satisfactory, 
and  compare  very  favourably  with  those  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales,  the  general  Death-Rate,  the  Epidemic  Disease  Death-Rate,  and 
the  Infant  Mortality  being  respectively  33,  0-82,  and  42  below  the  corres¬ 
ponding  rates  for  the  country  generally.

The  Birth-Rate  for  the  District  is  fairly  satisfactory  in  comparison 
with  other  Rural  Districts,  being  only  10  below  the  average  rate  for  the 
past  ten  years. 


A  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  following  diseases  are  compulsorily  notifiable  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Acts,  1889  and  1899:  Small¬ 
pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  the  disease  known 
as  Scarlatina  or  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  Fevers  known  by  anv  of  the 
following  names  :  Typhus,  Typhoid  or  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued  and

Puerprral,  and  also  any  infectious  disease  to  which  tlie  Acts  have  been 
applied  by  tlie  local  Authority  in  manner  provided  bv  the  Acts. 

Of  these  diseases  82  cases  were  notified  as  tompared  with  141  in 
the  previous  year,  and  consisted  of  21  cases  of  Diphtheria,  20  of  Erysipelas, 
38  of  Scarlet  Fever,  i  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  2  of  Puerperal  Fever.

The  other  death  was  that  of  a  child  aged  1 1  months, 
who  died  in  the  Tunbridge  Wells  General  Hospital  in  September,  having 
been  removed  there  for  treatment  for  another  disease.

to  Hospital  and  made  a  good  recovery. 
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PUERPERAL  FEVER.-Tvvo  cases  of  this  disease 
occurred,  ore  of  which  terminated  fatally,  as  com|)ared  with  two  fatal  cases 
in  the  previous  year.  The  first  case  was  notified  from  Edenbridge  in 
A|)ril  and  recovered.  On  inspection  a  defective  inspection  chamber  w'as 
found  close  to  llie  house  and  this  was  at  once  remedied.  The  other 
occurred  at  Rrasted  in  June  and  died  on  the  13th  of  that  month. 

SMALL-POX  . — No  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS  m  all  its  forms  caused  23  deaths  during 
during  the  year,  as  compared  w'ith  2b  in  1908.  Of  these,  15  deaths  were 
certified  as  due  to  Phthisis  (consumption  of  the  lungs)  as  against  14  in 
1908.  The  Death-Rate  from  all  forms  of  the  disease  was  o'gg,  and  the 
Phthisis  Death-Rate  0  64  per  1,000  of  population. 

The  Death-Rate  in  this  District  from  all  forms  of  the  disease  in 
1908  was  i'i2,  and  the  Phthisis  Death-Rate  o'6o  per  1,000  of  population, 
as  compared  with  rates  of  i'58  and  rii  for  England  and  Wales  in  that 
year.  The  comparative  figures  for  1909  for  the  country  generally  are  not 
yet  available. 

PHTHISIS  is  voluntarily  notifiable  in  the  District,  and  3  cases 
w'ere  notified  to  me  under  this  system,  as  follows: — 2  in  September  (i  at 
Kemsing,  and  1  at  Seal),  and  i  in  October  at  Otford. 

Tl'.e  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908,  provide  for 
the  compulsory  notification  by  Medical  Officers  of  Poor  Law'  Institutions, 
and  by  District  Poor  Law'  Medical  Officers  to  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  acting  for  Sanitary  Districts  of  all  cases  of  Phthisis  occuring  among 
inmates  of  Poor  Law  Institutions,  and  also  among  poor  persons  in  receipt 
of  pari>h  relief  in  private  houses  —  also  the  notification  by  Superintending 
Officers  of  Poor  Law  Institutions  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
District  of  any  person  leaving  an  Institution  who  has  been  notified  as 
suffering  from  Phthisis. 

Thirty-one  cases  were  so  brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year, 
viz.,  13  of  poor  persons  residing  in  private  houses,  14  of  persons  in  the 


Union  Workhouse,  and  4  of  persons  leaving  public  Institutions  'vhose 
intended  place  of  destination  was  within  the  area  of  this  district. 

In  addition  to  the  card  system  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  1 
have  now  procured  a  Register  which  is  suitable  and  useful  in  keeping 
record  of  the  cases. 

Your  Council,  on  mv  recommendation,  procured  a  supply  of  each 
of  the  following  leaflets  .ind  posters  for  distribution  : — 

(a.)  A  card  “  Hints  for  Prevention.” 

(d.)  A  leaflet  ”  Facts  and  Suggestions.” 

(c.)  .^n  illustrated  poster  regarding  consumption  (used  by 

permission  of  the  New  York  State  Department  of 
Health.”) 

(r/.)  The  same  as  an  illustrated  card. 

{e.)  The  same  as  an  illustrated  sheet. 

These  should  be  extremely  useful  in  bringing  home  to  a  patient  the 
precautions  which  should  be  observed  in  order  to  prevent  the  infection  of 
other  members  of  his  or  her  family,  and  also  in  illustrating  to  healthy 
persons  those  things  which  tend  to  cause  the  disease. 

Disinfection  of  the  premises  or  rooms  occupied  by  patients  has 
been  carried  out  after  death,  and  also  when  necessary  in  the  case  of 
notification  of  persons  suffering  from  the  disease,  and  in  all  cases  the  above 
literature  has  been  circulated. 

HOSPITAL  ISOLATION. 

For  purposes  of  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases, 
the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Council’s  area  is  divided  into  two  parts, 
North  and  South.

Each  hospital  is  capable  of  accommodating  i2  adult  patients  in 
permanent  brick  buildings  giving  to  each  patient  an  area  of  somewhat 
over  2,000  c.  feet  air  space,  and  this  not  measuring  more  than  i3  feet  in 
height. 


At  Otford  there  is  accommodation  if  required  for  at  least  six 
more  patients  in  wooden  buildings  and  Berthon  tents.

B  N0N=N0TiFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

MEASLES.— T  hree  deaths  resulted  from  this  disease,  viz;  — 
One  in  Mareli  at  Edenbridge,  i  in  May  at  Chidiiingstone,  and  i  in 
Novemlier  at  Kemsing.  All  were  children  between  i  and  3  years  of  age. 

INFLUENZA  caused  12  deaths  during  the  year,  viz,  2  in 
March  (i  at  Braste<l  and  i  at  the  Union  Workhouse  admitted  from 
Edenbndge),  7  in  .Ajiril  (3  in  the  Workhouse  belonging  to  Chipstead, 
Westerham  and  Penshurst,  and  one  each  at  Otford,  Kemsing,  Weald  and 
Edenbridge),  2  in  .May  (i  at  Riverhead  and  1  at  Westerham),  and  1  in 
December  at  Brasted.  One  death  was  that  of  an  infant  g  months  of  age 
and  the  remainder  adults. 

DIARRHOEA. — No  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease. 

WHOOPING-COUGH.— Tuo  i  nfant  deaths  resulted,  i 
in  October  ami  i  in  December,  both  at  Westerham. 


INSPECTIONS  . — My  inspections  during  the  year,  in

The  model  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  are  in 
force,  having  been  adopted  by  the  Council  on  February  yth,  1907,  and 
coming  into  force  on  April  ist  following. 


A  good  deal  of  work  has  been  done  to  bring  the  condition  of  the 
premises  up  to  something  like  the  necessary  standard  to  comply  with  the 
regulations,  and  25  notices  have  been  served. 

The  premises  are  on  the  whole  in  very  fair  condition. 

Deposition  of  manure  too  near  the  sheds  in  which  the  cows  are 
milked  and  want  of  cleaning  of  the  cows  are  now  the  principal  defects,  but 
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there  are  still  many  instances  where  structural  alterations  are  also 
required.

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Mr.  Fowler,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  carries  out  the  duties 
delegated  to  local  authorities  under  the  act,  and  the  table  required  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  is  appended. 

The  premises  have  been  inspected  and  are  generally  in  good 
condition. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act.  1890,  has 
not  been  put  in  force.  ' 

DRAINAGE.  — The  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the  village 
of  Leigh  at  the  outfall  requires  to  be  improved  and  is  under  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Council.  On  the  8th  June  I  inspected  the  outfall  with  the 
Committee,  Mr.  Sturgess  (Agent  for  Lord  de  L’Isle  on  whose  property  the 
outfall  is)  and  Mr.  T.  Hennell  (the  District  Council’s  Engineer),  with  a  view 
of  ascertaining  the  best  means  to  adopt.  1  again  had  an  interview  with 
Mr.  Hennell  shortly  afterwards  and  later  on  reported  to  the  Council  on 
the  matter.

The  long  closure  of  the  Otford  School  vvas  on  account  of 
alterations  which  were  begun  at  the  end  of  1908  ;  the  weather  was  also 
unfavourable  for  outdoor  work.  The  improvements  were  carried  out  in  a 
very  thorough  manner,  the  drains  being  re-laid  throughout  and  connected 
to  a  branch  of  the  Darenth  Valley  Main  Sewer  ;  new  closets  and  lavatory 
basins  were  put  in  and  the  whole  school  renovated.  Only  one  case  of 
Diphtheria  occurred  in  Otford  after  the  school  re-opened,  and  that  late  in 
the  year  in  a  very  young  child  not  of  school  age,  and  resident  on  the  out¬ 
skirts  of  the  village. 


F^lans  were  prepared  in  October  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Sanitary  arrangement  at  the  Ide  Hill  School,  the  present  being  inadequate, 
and  the  water  supply  very  limited. 

I  have  had  occasion  to  visit  the  Sundridge  and  Brasted  Schools 
on  account  of  a  few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever ;  and  the  former  School  was 
closed  on  my  advice  in  December,  owing  more  to  .some  suspicious  rashes 
and  peeling  which  I  found  to  exist  among  children  in  the  village  than  ta 
the  actual  number  of  notified  cases. 

I  was  consulted  in  February  respecting  children  attending  the 
Fordcombe  School  owing  to  the  occurence  of  numerous  cases  of  contagious 
impetigo.  So  many  contracted  it  that  it  became  a  que.-iion  whether 
closure  would  not  be  necessary,  but  with  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
Vicar  and  the  Headmaster  of  the  school  in  seeing  that  the  children  were 
medically  treated  and  those  affected  separated  during  school  hours,  no 
interference  became  necessary  in  the  school  work  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  temporary  exclusions. 

In  October  a  Memorandum  was  issued,  jointly  in  the  names  of  the 
Chief  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Education,  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  School  Medical  Officers  upon 
Public  Health  Administration  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases  among  children  attending  public  elementary  schools,  with  special 
reference  to  the  circumstances  in  which  the  closure  of  the  schools,  or  the 
exclusion  of  individual  scholars,  may  be  necessary. 

riiis  important  Memorandum  is  an  enlarged  and  revised  edition 
of  a  similar  one  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  January,  1908, 
and  is  divided  into  three  parts.  Part  1.  deals  with  the  code  requirements 
for  school  closure  and  exclusion  of  scholars;  and  the  co-ordination  of  work 
of  the  Medical  (Jfiicer  of  Health,  of  the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  of 
other  School  Officers.  Part  11.  recommends  principles  of  action  on  the 
occurrence  of  infectious  diseases  at  elementary  schools,  and  Part  III.  gives 
rules  for  action  in  respect  of  particular  diseases  and  rules  of  official 
procedure. 

It  is  evidently  desirable  that  working  arrangements  should  be 
satisfactorily  established  between  the  Public  Health  and  the  School 


Authorities  if  the  best  results  are  to  be  obtained  in  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  infectious  disease  in  the  schools  themselves  and  in  the  scholars’  houses. 

HOP  &  FRUIT  PICKERS’  ACCOMMODATION. 

Two  prosecutions  were  made  in  respect  of  owners  of  huts  at 
Halstead  for  allowing  them  to  be  used  for  human  habitation  during  the 
prohibited  season  (from  November  to  March  inclusive),  and  both  were 
ordered  to  pay  the  costs  and  undertook  to  keep  the  huts  closed. 

Two  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  huts  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  the  notices  to  cleanse  which  have  been  served  have  been 
■complied  with. 

The  bye-laws  for  securing  the  decent  lodging  and  accommodation  of 
persons  tnaged  in  hop-picking,  \Vfiich  were  made  by  the  Guardians  of 
the  Poor  of  the  Sevenoaks  Union,  acting  as  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority, 
on  the  8th  September,  1880,  and  which  were  confirmed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  the  i8th  September,  1880,  have  been  repealed  by 
the  ado[)tion  by  the  Rural  District  Council  of  the  Model  Bye-laws  for 
securing  the  decent  lodging  and  accommodation  of  persons  engaged  in 
hop-picking  or  in  the  picking  of  fruit  and  vegetables,  which  latter  weie 
adopted  by  the  Council  on  the  iith  November,  1909,  and  the  sanction 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  was  being  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

REPORTS  DURING  YEAR. 

My  reports  during  the  year  have  included  the  following  matters  : — 
Diphtheria  at  Otford,  Inspection  of  Houses  at  Otford,  Phthisis,  Leigh 
Sewage  Disposal,  Pond  at  Edenbridge,  Scarlet  Fever  at  Sundridge,  &c. 

ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

The  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  is  not  in  force, 
but  Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  (as  far  as  it 
applies  to  Rural  Districts)  was  adopted  in  January,  1903;  Section  22  of 
this  .Act  has  not  been  put  into  force.  No  action  has  been  taken  under  the 
Private  Streets  Works  Act,  1892. 

There  were  no  epidemics  or  excessive  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  prevalent  in  any  part  of  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Mr.  Fowler’s  report  of  the  sanitary  work  carried  out  by  him  during 
the  year,  the  statistical  tables  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,, 
and  the  table  required  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  recording  action  taken 
under  the  Faitory  and  Workshop  Act,  lyoi,  are  appended.
